Chief of forces that are to oppose 
each other. Then, just as though a 
State of war was ally to exist at 
the time one under the conditions 
laid down by the problem, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief and staff of each 
force work out their plans on paper.

FEDERAL JUDGES. 


. The -uncnimous. decision ..of, the 
Judiciary Com=mnittes of the House of | 
Representztives to request the De- 
partment of Justice to investigate 
Federal Jucze WiNnsLow of this dis- 
trict is a cozicus step, if only pre- 
liminary. The Judge himself wel- 
comes the inguiry. 
that it will result in his entire exon- 
eration. The---charges. brought 
against hima, so far as they are spe- 
cific, relate mainly to.his use of 
patronage... Of'this‘there is a grow- 
ing amount at the disposal of Fed- 
eral Judgos, and politicians naturally 
wish to get their clutches upon as 
much of it as possible. This.is prob- 
ably what Representative’ WAIN- 
WRIGHT had in mind when, speaking 
in defense of Judge WINSLOW; for 
whom he professed warm friendship 
and admiration, he admitted that 
“ Judges sometimes are subject to a 
very unfortunate situation.” This is 
amply borne out by many court ap- 
pointments. in ‘bankruptcy cases. 
Without in the least prejudging the 
case against Judge WINSLOW, it: is 
evident that-it should be looked into. 
Judges ought to be, and happily 
most of them “are; above suspicion, 
but even their exalted office is not 
immune from the kind of supervi- 
sion and investigation provided for 
in the laws and the Constitution. 

One thing may be said with entire 
propriety and impartiality. It is that 
the very hint of scandal in a Federal 
court-ought to redouble the care 
with which the Executive passes on 
the credentials of candidates for 
judicial appointment. If the bill now 
tied up in the Senate is finally 
passed, it will call for the namirig of 
three additional Federal Judges for 
the Southern District of New York. 
No doubt the Republican organiza- 
tion has its little list of eligibles 
ready for the Attorney General and 
the President. ‘But the names on it 
should be searched as with a lighted 
candle.’"’ Extreme scrupulousness, 
and even severity, should be- dis- 
played by the appointing power in 
this -.matter, With the widening 
jurisdiction of Federal Courts,.and 
the increase in their patronage, it 
ought not to be mercly a question of 
getting regular party workers, medi- 
ocre men, for the bench. The very 
highest ability and the strongest 
characters... available . should be 
sought for diligently, It is the gen- 
eral belief that the Federal District 
Courts have somewhat declined in 
authority. The only way to restore 
it is to appoint Judges who by their 
learning, industry and unimpeach- 
able integrity will win the respect 
both of the bar and: the public.

MIGRATORY GAME BIRDS. 

Passage by the:Senate of the mi- 
gratory. game bird refuge bill; as 
amended hy the. House of Represen- 
tatives, marks an important step in 
the conservation’ movement. ‘The 
bill. authorizes, acquisition of lands 
to-be used exclusively as. breeding 
grounds for game and provides for 
their regulation and administration 
and for the form in which coopera- 
tidn between the Senate and =the 
Federal Government is to be main- 
tained. “It differs from the meas- 
ures introduced afew years ago in 
that it does not legislate for public 
hufiting grounds, nor does it impose 
the Federal game tax which roused 
so much objection in various States.

ALLEN STREET, AGAIN! . 

A year ago there was rejoicing 
over the widening of a stretch of 
Allen Street, called “the street of 
perpetual shadow.” From First Street 
to Delancey Street the light had been 
let in, and the darkest street in New 
York had become an “avenue,” in 
width, with a prospect of becoming 
in time a “ boulevard,” with parks 
and playgrounds along its length, 
and trees and ‘grass and flowers. It 
was.a day to..be remembered not 
only for what it had. brought to the 
east side but for its promise; this 
was but an earnest of what the 
whole'street (with a cutting through 
from Pike Street.to. East Broadway) 
would some day be: “A year has 
passed. and the lower.end of the 
street. still sits in darkness.

DISPUTING SENATOR GLASS. 


Soundness of His Stock Gambling 
Remarks ‘Is Questioned. _

I question the soundness of the re- 
marks made by Senator Glass in his 
denunciation of ‘gambling’ in 
stocks. 

He says, in part,’ that if ‘‘one in- 
vests $10,000 in General Motors with 
a view of ‘deriving from the stock 
the dividénds a prosperous company 
is supposed to pay annually, that is 
an investment.” That is truth— 
absolutely. 

Supposing; for another example, 
one, buys stock.in a, new, untried 
company—in. the airplans industry 
one could suppose—that has not had 
an opportunity ‘to show ‘anhual 
profits.. Does Senator Glass‘ con- 
sider that an invéstment or a specu- 
‘lation? Surely it is nothing more 
than a simon-pure speculation. 

’How, then, can the°stock of ‘a new 
corporation be marketed if‘there are 
not speculative funds available to ab- 
sorb the issue? Does Senator Glass 
suppose that all the ‘issues of com- 
paratively new corporations . could 
find a market if it were not for the 
means which the fluctuating market 
‘provides? 

Does Senator Glass believe that a 
competitive market for the securities 
of our industries is a purely gambling 
procedure and can be measured in 
those terms? 

Granted that there is much in the 
manipulation of stocks that should 
be stopped, it is a hard thing to con- 
demn the entire structure of the 
New York Stock Exchange without 
taking into consideration the im- 
mense help it has been in promoting 
American enterprise.
